pense, and have been a large asset in the 
balance sheet of the railway. Now, under 
Mr. Beatty's scheme al! these assets are 
to be abandoned and thus destroyed, with- 
out any decrease in the debts that were 
issued against these assets. The debts 


gre to be preserved as a burden on the 
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taxpayer for all time, for it must be re- 
membered that a substantial portion of 
these debts have no maturity. They are 
payable at the end of the world, and bear 
interest at an annual rate about double the 
present cost of money. 

A few years ago Australia had a far 
greater railway problem than Canada, 
There are only about 514 million people in 
Australia, and the deficit of their State 
Railways was running at between forty 
and fifty millions a year. Australia did 
not penalize any one section of the people 
in the solving of their railway problem. 
The Premier's plan, under which Australia 
has greatly prospered, was a plan where- 
by all the people together both sacrificed 
and co-gperated in getting the affairs of 
Australia straightened out from = an 
economic standpoint and placed on a solid 
financial basis. All internal debts were 
refunded at much lower interest rates, 
and from 20 per cent to 25 per cent reduc- 
tion was made in many other directions, 


Since then Australia has _ prospered 
steadily and they have no problems at the 
present time like unemployment, relief 


and railways, such as we have. 

This should impress the people of 
Canada greatly, as we know the natural 
resources of Australia are not to be com- 
pared with Canada's. 

The railway problem in this country 
is simply part of our general economic 
problem, and if we would put our house 
in order, as Australia did a few years ago, 
the railway problem would fade out of the 
picture.

The summer season is the time for luscious 
berries in profusion and every one should use 
them when they are available. The only 
exception would be the person who breaks out 
in a rash after using berries, and even this per- 
son may find he is able to use the berries with 
only good results providing he overcomes the 
systemic acidosis which is’ present. 

Berries are like the orange in that they pre- 
vent acidosis through having an alkaline end- 
reaction in the body. They are especially good 
from the blood-building standpoint as they 
provide the valuable minerals so necessary to a 
healthy blood = stream. Strawberries, for 
example, are especially rich in iron, 

Most berries are mildly laxative and are 
agreeable to the taste. The berry is really a 
small fruit, having a slightly acid flavor. 

Berries should be used in the same way as 
the acid fruits. When well-ripened, they may 
be used as the dessert at the end of a meal which 
does not contain starch, In other words, the 
meal may consist of meat such as a steak, a 
cooked vegetable, a raw salad and a dish of ripe 
berries. 

During the berry season you will find that 
all the berries you desire, combined with a pint 
of milk, will provide you with a delicious lunch. 

Berries are best when washed in several 
waters before using to remove any dust or spray 
which may remain on them. In buying berries, 
choose those which are small, shriveled, moldy, 
underripe, or mashed. Berries keep best when 
spread out in a eool place or in wooden boxes, 
but spoil and mildew easily when kept in paper 
boxes. 

The common habit of consuming berries in 
puddings is not especially good, as the acid of 
the berries prevents them from combining well 
with starch. Most people who complain of 
after eating berries will be found to 
have made the mistake of using them in wrong 
iatio When they learn to use the 
sither by themselves, or at a meal con- 
taining no starchy food, they would probably 
find they digest them all right.

This was the first time since 
signing of the anti-Comintern pact 
between Tokyo and Berlin in No- 
vember, 1936, that a Japanese for-

Pictures in the Looking-Glass 


“Two-in-one” pictures can be snapped with the aid of a mirror. Note that 

the light comes from the left onto faces of the children, In mirror picture@ 

the light must be in front of the camera, but it must also be shaded e@ 
as not to shine on the lens, 


qrarrine back and front views 
of a subject in one picture ina 
novel idea, but it is one of the sim- 
plest tricks in photography. All ohe 
needs is a mirror 

The subject sits or stands either 
in front of the barely to 
one side, looking into the glass. The 
person taking the picture stands 
back at a point where the camera 
finder shows both the back of the 
subject and the reflection in the 
mirror--and snaps the picture, 

It {9 necessary, of 


mirror or 


course, to have 


sufficient light, either daylight or 
artificial, The light should come 
from one side, and fall upon the sub- 
ject instead of on the mirror. Strong 
light such as from an elect bulb 
should not be allowed to strike the 


camera lens, as it will spoil the pic- 
ture, 

The artificial light to use for snap 
shots is that from amateur floodlight 
bulbs, but ordinary electric bulbs 
will serve for time exposures, With 
an ordinary 100-watt bulb and a box 
camera, loaded with supersensitive 
film and opened to its largest lens 
opening, an exposure of five seconds 
will usually serve when the bulb is 
three feet from the subject. Snap 
shots call for two of the large-sized 
amateur flood bulbs in reflectors 
three to four feet fro 
Most amateurs prefer the snapshot

the subject to remain still so long, 
When a time exposure is made the 
camera must be rested on @ table o® 
other firm stand, 

The subject in a mirror picture 
should not stand too tar from the 
mirror, because that will make the 
reflection far away and too 
small, Also, it may bring the subject 
80 close to the camera that he is out 
of focus, With a fixed-focus camera 
which is not meant for use closer

‘Der Max Vastly More 
Than One-Hand Puncher

PECULATOR, N.Y., June 18—They say that Max Schmel- 

ing is a one-handed heavyweight—that all he has is a 

smashing right fist. Yet the German has shown time and 
again that this is worse than fiction. 

While Schmeling is maddeningly methodical in work-
